TWO IMPORTANT NOTES FROM OUR RECORDER 
Rt. Em. Sir Robert G. Wilson, Jr. 


This past month Boston Commandery received a most 
welcome check for $6,000 from the executor of the estate 
of our late Sir Knight George H. Inman who thoughtfully 
provided in his will that our Commandery on his death 
should receive one-fourth of the residue of his estate, the 
other two residuary legatees being one quarter to Golden 
Rule Lodge of Wakefield and one half to the Episcopal 
Diocese of Massachusetts. 


Born February 18, 1892, Sir Knight George was knighted 
in Boston Commandery on January 21, 1948. He was a 
member of Reading Chapter. He died October 8, 1969. 


In these troublesome times when the background and 
general character of the Metropolitan Boston population 
reflects such significant changes it is indeed encouraging to 
feel that among the membership of our great Commandery, 
with its 170 year history, there are loyal Sir Knights still 


thoughtful of days to come when still further changes in 
the population of our jurisdiction could endanger our con- 
tinued prosperity unless adequate resources guarantee us 
against adversity despite the threat of continued inflation. 


On February 24, 1971, Boston Commandery lost by 
death one of our most faithful and active members down 
through the years. Sir Knight Winfield L. Nourse of 
Westwood, born July 3, 1880, he became a Master Mason 
on June 12, 1906 and Master of Beth Horan Lodge in 1933. 
He was High Priest of St. Paul’s Chapter in 1935. Sir 
Knight Nourse, knighted in Boston Commandery on June 
15, 1921, for many years was Custodian of Candidates.

27, was attended by four Past Commandery of Boston 
Commandery — Eminent Sirs Robert G. Wilson, Jr., John
